Bonfires were lighted and torches impro­ 
vised. and wherever cries were heard, ready 
aid was given. 
More than that, the debris 
was overturned to see if any more dead 
could be found. 
With cheerful welcome 
the doors of such houses as were not de- 
strnyed were opened for tbe houseless ones i 
driven into the rain. 
In m any cases they 
were utterly bereft of all their household 
goods. The night was a fearful one. but it 
was full of helping work for the stronger.

inflexible rule of the case that no new de- > 
posits shall be sent down. 
W hile the ! 
work of retaining the debris in the upper 
canyons is ab-olutelv necessary to the 
salvation of the navigable streams and 
the 
bays, 
such 
work, 
whatever the 
form it takes, must not he used in any 
manner whatever for the retention of new 
deposits. 
The hydraulic mines cannot he 
perm itted to use any such agencies of val­ 
ley and river reclamation and bay preser­ 
vation as barriers behind which to con­ 
tinue work that would inevitably render 
all Government or local efforts futile. 
We should very much like to hear Mr. 
Manson at length upon the subject as to 
what can lie done when a stoppage is made 
of the descent of detritus and debris from 
the mines. 
For we take it as a certainty 
that the processes of hydraulic mining 
will lie stopjied, and speedily too. 
It is 
therefore in order now, not a session later, 
to draw the attention of Congress forcibly 
to the remedies th at must lie applied, and 
a'ove all to the absolute need now for action 
looking to river and bay preservation. But 
Congress is slow-moving in such matters, 
and it will take no action until after 
special engineering examination and re­ 
port are made. If we begin to memorialize 
Congress therefore at its December session, 
we.may not reasonably expect any material 
aid until long after the cause of the evil has 
ceased. 
Iiefering to the $250,000 appropriated 
and the opposition to its expenditure for 
restraining dams, Mr. Manson is in error, 
undoubtedly honestly so, in attributing to 
the opposition a desire to have the money 
expended for levees for ranches. 
The 
people were willing to have the money 
expended to reclaim the fiver, and levees 
would he a part of the system, but were 
and are unwilling to have dams built for 
the holding of new deposits. 
Nor indeed 
did they deem it wise to levee the livers 
systematically so long as hydraulic mining 
was perm itted to fill up the beds of the 
streams. 
Mr. Manson is recognized as a clear 
thinker, a logical reasoner, and as a man 
not likely to he influenced by anything 
outside his sincere convictions. 
H e has 
surveyed the whole debris-afflicted river 
region and has the data and is thoroughly 
informed as to present and future dangers 
to the liver and the hay. 
H e believes 
that there should lie vigorous action to 
save them, and that in its absence utter 
ruin will overtake the Sacramento river 
and low lands, and divide the stream into 
a hundred muddy, trickling and useless 
brooks in aimless wandering courses over 
vast beds of sand and slickens that will 
cover the valley lands. 
We should have a meeting of the jieo- 
ple at Sacramento at an early day, and 
invite such men as Manson, and there are 
others equally as warm friends of the val­ 
ley not afraid to speak the truth, to ad- 
dres., them and give them exact informa­ 
tion upon this im portant topic. 


CALIFORNIA 
STATE 
FAIR. 


An engineer, being asked w hat could 
have induced Captain Payson to take the 
position he did relative to the future navi­ 
gability of the Sacramento river and the 
relation of mining deposits to its present 
deplorable condition, replied that it puz­ 
zled a king, once upon a time, to ascertain 
how the apple got into the dumpling. 
Here comes an engineer, however, whose 
views raise no such question. 
Air. Marsden Manson, now of the H ar- 
lior Commission, is a competent engineer 
who h i- received an indorsement of ca­ 
pability by Colonel 
Mendell 
himself, 
whose assistant he once was. 
He was 
some years ago ordered to investigate the 
condition of the Yuba and Feather rivers, 
with respect to the accumulations resulting 
from hydraulic mining. 
Acting in that 
capacity, he became acquainted with the 
regions immediately affected, and with the 
laws which control the deposits. 
In an 
interview with a Gall reporter, Mr. .Man­ 
son says: 
The sediment is of a variety of kinds and 
from a variety of sources. 1 n a flood the water 
will cut into a bank and dislodge a stratum of 
clay, or it will flow over an Jodian sand mound, 
where also are accum ulated the entibies that 
have been used in the heating of water, and 
forre them into the channel. Then, too, in 
January the heavy rains will pour down and, 
com ing at a tim e when the grounds are just 
ploughed, necessarily bear away considerable 
alluvium . 
Hut. though there are these different 
m aterials to la' considered in the aggregate, 
yet, a- a m utter of fact, w hen it becomes a ques­ 
tion of w hether these alone would work any 
distinctive injury, it must he said th at all other 
sources sink into insignificance when compared 
w ith th e results due to hydraulic m ining. The 
o ther sources had doubtless been going on tor 
ages, but so far as depth and character of the 
w ater was concerned there had been no change. 
T he mitur.it flow of the rivers would take care, 
from year to year, of any excessive natural de­ 
posit.-. 
1 believe now th at if the ininiug were to 
cca-e. the scouring of the waters would again 
clear the streams, but it would be slow work, 
and. as it must go as the flow of the rivers and 
gravitation exert th eir influence, the deeper 
bays cannot escape the inevitable tendencies. 
H e believes that the lighter materials 
will he found largely deposited in South­ 
ampton Shoals, and along the edges of the 
bay. 
The actual status to-day is not 
known because there Las lieen no chart 
survey -ince 1879. 
He describes the pic­ 
ture of desolation in the valleys of the 
Bear nnd Yuba vividly, and gives us some 
idea of the vast accumulation - in the 
Feather, Yuba and Bear, and adds that no 
numlier of floods can wash clear the desert 
like lands and restore their original fertil­ 
ity, or bring back to the owners of the 
land the prosperity “they had reason to 
suppose as iiermanent as work and nature 
could make it.” 
He refers to the official 
report, relative lo restrainlngtnesedeposits 
and declares that the evil to he the 
sequence of hydraulic mining has not by 
any means yet lieen reached. 
'1 hero are iiqtnense quantities of detritus yet 
to come dow n when the circumstances favor­ 
able to ts march occur. 
I am now answering a 
letter to a friend in which I tel! him that mat­ 
ters « ni be much worse before they are iietter. 
1 can see no preservation Irom the certain re­ 
fines unless these restraining walls are built. 
SJarj -vibe must otherwise be absolutely buried 
and ruined. Ultimately the same fate iv;ll be

F the localities further down. It is 
difficult to predict where the evil will cease to 
lope as the material holds out. snows melt and 
rams fall. 
Tiiat the Government under engineer­ 
ing direction can secure the retention of 
these deposits, and prevent their descent 
into the Sacramento river in larger part, 
if net entirely, 
Mr. Manson evidently 
believes, as do all thinking men. 
But for 
th at belief it would he utterly futile to 
battle agaiust the continuance of the cause 
of the deposits; it would be useless to at­ 
tem pt any reclamation of the river, or anv 
salvation of the bay of San Francisco; but 
for this belief it would lie wiser to now 
abandon the situation and consent to the 
filling of San Pablo b a y , and, in time, the 
lower hay.

The Placervllle Observer has the following 
concerning fruit and the season's crop in 
El Dorado county: 
During the past three weeks we have no­ 
ticed unprecedented activity in the fruit 
business of our county. 
\V. R. Strong & 
Co., fruit shippers, hare" had a large force 
here under the direction of E. A. Curtis 
and C. B. Strong, and within the past 
eighteen days have forwarded to the East­ 
ern markets over 8,000 boxes of pearlies 
and 0,000 boxes of pears, and before thev 
leave the county will run it up to a total of 
20,000 boxes. We have frequently urged 
increased production, on the ground that 
buyers would come to our doors, and better 
prices and ready sale would be the result, 
and our theory has proved to be correct. 
W e are pleased to see so much energy dis­ 
played by fruit shippers, as it gives the 
growers a m arket for their fruit right 
at the orchards, with 
little handling 
aside from picking and delivering at the 
nearest railroad depot. Considering the 
season, prices have been very good, as 
nearly all the markets have been over­ 
stocked for a time. We look forward to 
this section, expecting to sec it one of the 
best fruit localities in the State, but our 
producers must give more attention to the 
business. Greater cultivation, more syste­ 
matic pruning, and, above all. greater at­ 
tention to thinning out, must be practiced. 
Growers should encourage shippers of good 
standing who take the trouble to hunt 
them up and offer fair prices. We are told 
bv some of the producers who have sold, 
j that as soon as the fruit arrives in Sacra- 
j mento the returns are at once mailed to the 
j various parties, thus making it a cash busi­ 
ness. We owe a great deal of credit to the 
I two young men managing the business in 
| so satisfactory a manner. As the weather 
has been intensely hot. ripening the fruit 
very rapidly, they have, in order to keep 
the fruit moving, worked day and night, 
and, from all accounts, everybody seems to 
be well pleased with their dealings.

The latter attract much 
attention from the fact that very few of 
the breed are to lie found in the United 
States. They are of massive frame, horn­ 
less and black as jet. 
The 
number 
of 
fine 
specimens of 
thoroughbred horses is quite large, and 
among them are some of the most famous 
sires living. The Norman, Perdieron and 
Clydesdales are well 
represented, and 
among the latter being one that weighs 
2,800 pounds, and said to be the largest 
horse in existence. Among the carriage 
horses are some of the finest matched 
teams on the coast. The entries for road­ 
sters. standard trotters and Saddle horses 
are in excess of any former year, and in 
every instance the animals aro m fine form. 
The jacks and jennies and mules are of the 
most improved breeds and excellent. 
The display of sheep is perhaps not so 
large as in some years gone by, but fully 
equal to that of last year. The displays of 
swine and poultry are very fine. A ll the 
pens and coops upon the grounds are en­ 
gaged, and will be tilied with the very finest 
in each class.

Sacramento, makes a good 
exhibit of carpets, etc. 
Guthrie Brothers, Sacramento, make one 
of the neatest exhibits in the Pavilion. It 
is north of the center, and within a neat 
iron rail is shown some of the best plum b­ 
ing work, metal tubs, porcelain lin ed ; 
sinks, faucets, hose, bibs, kitchen boilers, 
marble basins, etc. This exhibit should be 
examined. 
Slierburn & Smith, Sacramento, show 
examples of the Dangler vapor stove, a 
most economic domestic article. Also, the 
O. K. steam washer is shown in the same 
inclosure—north of the center—bv LaMotte 
& Skelton. 
A. F. Evans—north of the center—shows 
scourine, H athora water, malt extract, bot­ 
tled beers, acid of milk, cider, etc. 
Scott & Sons, Sacramento— north wing— 
show a great variety of essences, fruit syr­ 
ups, flavoring extracts. Scott Bros.’ yeast, 
silver polish, etc. The exhibit represents 
an im portant local industry. 
Wc cannot attem pt in a brief note to de­ 
scribe Hobby A Young's terra cotta cottage, 
just north of the dome. 
It is the exclama­ 
tion of all who see it, “ How beautiful! ” 
It is a complete building of fire-brick and 
terra cotta ornamental work, and fitted up 
inside like a parlor—and decorated with 
crystal ware—for the reception of guests. 
It is flanked by a splendid display of pot­ 
tery and stoneware, and cases of minerals 
of the coast. It must be seen to be appre­ 
ciated. 
Mrs. E. M. W ieduiann-Holden, of Sacra­ 
mento, in the east wing, north side, makes 
a splendid exhibit of confectionery. 
It is 
of the practical order, and not in the direc­ 
tion of fancy work. 
The house is one of 
the mo*t extensive manufacturers of pure 
candies on the coast, and represents a very 
large wholesale trade. The exhibit also 
represents the California Cracker Company, 
and there are displayed all varieties of the 
fancy baking of that company. The entire 
exhibit is of high credit to the house, aud 
commands the attention of business men. 
A. J. Pomraer, Sacramento, in the south 
witig, gallery floor, exhibits the Light-Run­ 
ning Domestic Sewing Machine. He makes 
a handsome display of all grades of the ma­ 
chine, and a large num ber of the samples 
of the work of which the machine is capa­ 
ble. The display is especially attractive to 
all interested in needle-work' and there is 
certainly some shown that is nowhere sur­ 
passed, and not second to the work of any 
machine. 
As one enters the hall, and the eve is 
cast upward, away at the farther end of the 
great Pavilion, upon the west gallerv floor, 
is the beautiful and imposing exhibit of 
Huntington. Hopkins & Co., of Sacramento 
and San Francisco. It is in the form of a 
castle front, with a central and two exterior 
towers. The central tower crowns a deep 
niche in which is a revolving octagonal 
cylinder. 
The back of the niche is set 
with plate mirrors, and thus the sides of 
the revolving form are constantly reflected. 
The sides, front, bases and all the roofing 
of the tower—the prevailing colors of the 
back ground being black and red—glitter 
with metal and plated articles of hardware 
tools of all kinds, house and tabie fittings 
by the thousand. To enter into any de­ 
tailed description of the handsome designs 
worked out by Mr. Hansbrow, who de­ 
signed and constructed the edifice, is out 
of the question in these notes. Suffice it to 


say that it is the most conspicuous object 
in the Pavilion, and an artistic and business 
success, and fully in keeping in design and 
execution with the high character of the 
old-time firm it represents. 
In the center of the Pavilion is the dis­ 
play of George Muddox, exhibiting the 
products oi the Capital Pottery. There is 
no effort at effect, but a suggestive exhibit 
of home-made pottery, stoneware, tiles, 
drainpipe, and all that class oi goods. 
It 
is a worthy and creditable display, and of a 
most practical business character. 
In the west end of the Pavilion is the dis­ 
play made by Studebaker Bros., of Indiana, 
through their State agency. It is varied 
and very beautiful, and embraces hacks, 
wagons, buggies, carryalls, carriages, sulk­ 
ies, express wagons, etc. In all respects it 
is a beautiful exhibit, and the space it occu­ 
pies is fitted up with a nicety of taste that 
testifies to artistic perceptions. 
Regarding 
the qualities of the work and goods shown, 
it is not possible for us at this time to speak 
—the reputation of Studebaker products is 
almost world-wide. 
Just in the throat of Horticultural Hall 
ts a novel exhibit—novel because the idea 
ot real estate agents making a showing in 
a fair crosses the conventionalism of a fair 
at right angles. 
It is an exhibit made bv 
Sweetser A Alsip, of this city. It shows 
the products—in small lots—oi' ntanv fruit 
vine ami agricultural sections, the kind and 
capacities of soils, and a score of details 
relative to the resources of some of the 
most fruitful regions of Northern and Cen­ 
tral California. It is very attractive, and 
should be examined in detail by every one. 
It is a decided feature of the fair, and one 
in all respects praiseworthy and indicative 
of enterprise und public spirit. 
We shall 
have occasion to refer to the exhibit more 
fully hereafter. 
Near the entrance to the Pavilion, and 
on the south side, the California Museum 
Association has a space neatly railed oif, 
where it lias a card inviting the public to 
visit the E. B. Crocker Art Gallery. On a 
table is the open book of membership, 
where those disposed can register applica­ 
tions for membership in tiie institution. 
There is no solicitation whatever.

The special committee appointed to in­ 
spect the lighthouse steamer Madron iias 
recommended its acceptance bv the Light­ 
house Board, 
All cattle-owners have moved, or are 
moving, out of Indian Territory except 
one, who has not yet been able to secure a 
ranch for his stock.

As the de­ 
mands on the charity of the Association 
are equal to the average for any previous 
year at this season it is evident that the 
Association is laboring under a feeling of 
financial depression.

The 
present bridge is doubtless good for a few 
years yet, with some repairs. 
The second-class train for San Francisco 
yesterday morning took from the city a 
large number of impecunious “ sure-thing” 
gamblers, who. as it was evident that gam­ 
bling will not be permitted, thought it bet­ 
ter to leave town rather than run the risk 
ot being arrested for vagrancy. 
W ilbur F. Smith, the well-known horse­ 
man, fell a few days ago while unloading 
some articles from a wagon, and injured his 
chest so severely that he finds himself un­ 
able to handle the ribbons over his horses 
at present. J. A. Goldsmith will drive 
Thapsin for him in one of the races to-day. 
This afternoon 11. S. Carey, proprietor of 
the City Railway, will convey from the 
depot to the Park, in n large and hand­ 
somely decorated open car, the Board of 
Directors of the State Agricultural Society 
and the First Artillery Band. The car will 
he drawn by four gaily-caparisoned black 
steeds. 
Those who attend the Pavilion at night 
complain because there is no street light 
at Fifteenth and L streets. There is a 
lamp at that intersection, which certainly 
should be lighted during the evenings that 
the Pavilion is open, though that section 
is supposed to be illuminated by electric 
lights on the O-street masts. 
Flags were Hying all over the city yester­ 
day in honor of Admission Day.

The new steamer San Joaquin No 4. ar­ 
rived from San Francisco yesterday morn­ 
ing. with two barges in tow. This was her 
first business trip, and the manner in 
which she performed is spoken of with 
great enthusiasm by her Captain and crew.

wet her ability is remarkable. 
Con in.* up from the bend below the city 
yesterday morning with her two barges, 
she fairly ran away from the Governor 
Dana, which was towing one barge. 
Next week a section of the Santa Cruz 
pavement will bo laid on J street, near the 
corner of Fifth, in front of the Sutter build­ 
ing This pavement lias been in use at 
Santa Cruz for six years, and wears well. 
It is composed of a layer of asphaltum, 
covered with a layer of wliat is called j>o- 
troleum rock. The cost will be fifteen 
cents per square foot, and the pavement is 
guaranteed for a term of years. The con­ 
tractor feels confident that the sample 
piece will soihi cause the pavement to be 
in demand for the business streets. 
A widow of this city had a spare room, 
and, to eke out a living, desired to rent it 
during the fair.

E x p e d ite d M issive s. 
The Postofflce authorities here have fe­ 
! eeived a circular from Washington giving 
j the particulars of the “ immediate delivery* 
system.” The special tcn-cent stamp will 
secure the immediate delivery* of letters 
' bearing it in cities or towns of 4,000 inhab­ 
itants and over. Such letters shall he de­ 
livered from 7 a . .m . to midnight. All mail 
bags will be opened the moment they ar­ 
rive, and the letters with the special deliv­ 
ery stamp yvill be forwarded to their desti­ 
nation at once. It will be allowable to send 
the specially stamped letters by a regular 
letter-carrier going out on his rounds, if 
such a proceeding be likely to expedite the 
delivery. Everything is to be directed to 
forwarding the special stamped letters with­ 
out a moment’s delay, if possible, ami Post­ 
mas tere are instructed to secure the utmost 
expedition. W ith that object in view a 
requisite number of messengers for the ser­ 
vice must be engaged prior to October 1st. 
The Postmasters arc left largely to tlieir 
own discretion as to the management of 
the messengers, and are merely directed to 
obtain the greatest efficiency and to put the 
system on a paying basis. 
Each messenger must bo over 13 years of 
age, of good character, and must take the 
customary oath. Substitute letter-carriers 
may* he employed. 
Each messenger will be provided yvitii a 
book, in which the address of the letter 
and the hour of its receipt will be regis­ 
tered. A full record must be kept at the 
postoffice of all the immediate delivery let­ 
ters received. Messengers yvill collect ail 
overdue postage before delivering letters on 
which such is due. If a letter bearing 
special delivery stumps is directed to an ad­ 
dress beyond the carrier limits of the office, 
such letter need not he specially delivered. 
At all places except free delivery offices the 
special delivery limit is to be a radius of 
one mile from the office. 
Messengers will he paid at the end of 
each month and 80_ per cent, of the monev 
received for special ueiivyy stamps may be 
used for their compensation ; provided that 
none of these receive over $30 per month. 
No car fare or other incidental expenses 
will he allowed messengers. 
Messengers will not lie uniformed at first, 
hm if the experiment prove a success, yvill 
have some distinctive costume. The boys 
must be kept separate from the main office. 
The special delivery stamp is of dark 
blue in color and 13-19 of an inch by 17-19. 
On tlie left in an arched panel containing 
the yvords “ United States,” is the figure of 
a messenger boy running. The stamp, in 
addition to the cost price, bears the words 
"Secures immediate delivery at a special 
delivery office.”

To W ish L aces and Mi si.in-.—Laces 
and muslins must never be rubbed in wash­ 
ing. Take a bar of white soap and shave 
off a liitleof it into enough hot water to 
dissolve it. and when cold it will be like a 
jelly. Mix a little of it with tepid water, 
and let the lace, etc.. lie in it over night, 
then add a little boiling water and squeeze 
them repeatedly, through the hands, so as 
to wash them, but do not rub them, as that 
will wear out the fabric. Lay them iti a 
deeu nappy, or small tub, and rinse them 
again and again in clear water, then set 
them in the sun, still in water, to whiten 
the laces. If the laces or muslins are small 
put them in a glass preserve jar, with a 
little soap jn the water and set it outside 
the window in the sun until it iias become 
sufficiently bleached.—[Exchange.

Northern California, and there only in the 
shape of cloudy w eather; in fact", it has 
not made itself felt any farther south than 
lb •-eburg, Or., in the shape of precipitation 
of moisture, and then only to an inappre­ 
ciable amount. The barometer was rising 
north of this .State ami falling in California, 
w hile westerly winds prevailed along the 
entire Pacific coast; cloudy weather in 
W ashington Territory and Oregon, and 
clear weather in California. The highest 
temperature, according to the Signal .Ser­ 
vice report,s. was for Olympia, 66°; Spokane 
Falls, b5°; Dayton, 68°; Fort Canby, <11°; 
Portland, 70°; ILosebnrg, 70°; Cape Mendo- 
cino.<w°; Red Bluff', 80 : Sacramento. 89°; 
San Franei-ei . 01 : Keeler, 82°; San Luis 
obisi>a, 77‘; Los Angeles, 81°, and San 
Diego, 72°. The rainfall during the pres­ 
ent storm in the north Pacific coast region 
was for Olympia, .90 of an inch ; Spokane 
Falls, .48 of an inch; Dayton, .G3 of an 
inch : Fort Canby, .94 of an inch ; Port­ 
átil, .05 of an inch : Roseburg, a sprinkle. 


H ow ards.—At the last regular meeting 
of the Directors of the Howard Benevolent 
Association the Steward reported that as­ 
sistance hud been extended to 20 men, 44 
women and 95 children, making a total of 
105 persons during August, by the granting 
of 743 dispensations, including 121 articles 
of cast on clothing valued at $08 95 donated 
to the Association by ladies and gentlemen 
of Sacramento. The demands tor clothing 
have been on the increase during the past 
•month, and the supply at the depot is now 
rather reduced and new contributions 
would be gladly received by the officers of 
the Association. The total collections of 
cash during the month was $95 75, and the 
total donation of cash was $5. As the de­ 
mands on the charity of the Association 
arc equal to the average for any previous 
year at this season it is evident that the 
Association is laboring under a feeling of 
financial depression. Two deaths of heads 
of families have increased the burdens in 
the post month.

BRIEF NOTES. 


Yesterday was “ free day ” at the Crocker 
A rt Gallery, and it was thronged with vis­ 
itors from 10 a . m . till 5 p. m. 
The State House coach broke its hind 
axle yesterday morning on Second street, 
north of I, and lost a wheel. 
Many of the business places of the city 
closed last evening for twenty-four hours, 
in honor of the Jewish new year. 
Sheriff McClellan, of Butte county, took 
to the asylum at Stockton yesterday an 
insane mau named D. L. Benjamin. 
County License Collector Dolan is m ak­ 
ing life unhappy for “ side-show ” men, by 
calling upon them to pay county license. 
The case of John Kellev, who killed a 
man in W ashington a few months ago, is 
set for trial at Woodland on the 23d in­ 
stant. 
Yesterday was a legal holiday, and State 
employes were not expected to work, which 
probably accounts for the flag on the State 
Capitol not being displayed. 
The Harbor Commissioners paid into the 
State Treasury yesterday $18,lss30; Secre­ 
tary of State Thompson, fees for August, 
$934 50; Yosemite Commissioners, $171. 
Governor Stoneman has signed the fol­ 
lowing land patents: II. M. Streeter, San 
Bernardino. 320 acres; William A. Sickler, 
San Diego, 152.02 aeres; A. H. EstiU and 
others, Fresno, 1,485.72. 
The drainage pipe has carried to the 
river as much of the water of China slough 
as it can, the water having receded to the 
lower edge of the pipe. The slough is 
lower than it has been for a long time. 
Mrs. Nancy Dollarhide. an old resident 
of Woodland, died on the 17tli of August, 
at the residence of her nephew, J. C. Lane, 
in Manchester, Mendocino county. De­ 
ceas (1 was well known in Yolocounty, and 
leaves very m any friends and relatives to 
mourn her death. 
Much interest is felt in the proposition 
to have a free bridge over the American 
river. Mr. Haggin is willing to sell, and 
the Supervisors express a willingness to 
buy, if the price is not too high. The 
present bridge is doubtless good for a few 
years yet, with some repairs. 
The second-class train for San Francisco 
yesterday morning took from the city a 
arge num ber of impecunious “ sure-thing” 
gamblers, who. as it was evident that gam­ 
bling will not be permitted, thought it bet­ 
ter to leave town rather than run the risk 
ol being arrested for vagrancy. 
W ilbur F . Smith, the well-known horse­ 
man, fell a few days ago while unloading 
some articles from a wagon, and injured his 
chest so severely that he finds him self un­ 
able to handle the ribbons over his horses 
at present. J. A. Goldsmith will drive 
Thapsin for him in one of the races to-day. 
This afternoon R. S. Carey, proprietor of 
the City Railway, will convey from the 
depot to the Park, in a large and hand­ 
somely decorated open car, the Board of 
Directors of the State Agricultural Society 
and the First Artillery Band. The car will 
be drawn by four gaily-caparisoned black 
steeds. 
Those who attend the Pavilion at night 
complain because there is no street light 
at Fifteenth and L streets. 
There is a 
lamp at that intersection, which certainly 
should be lighted during the evenings that 
the Pavilion is open, though that section 
is supposed to be illum inated by electric 
lights on the O-street masts. 
Flags were flying all over the city yester­ 
day in honor of Admission Day. It being 
a legal holiday, public offices, the Courts, 
etc., were closed, as were also the banks, 
hut there was little if any closingtif stores. 
Business men will probably make up for 
the latter by giving their employes a holi­ 
day on some date during the fair. 
A Chinese firm of W alnut Grove does a 
regular saloon business at that point. The 
saloon is fixed up in modern American 
style, and a complete stock of wines, 
liquors and cigars are kept oil hand. It is 
stated the firm does a lively business, are lib­ 
erally patronized by white folks, and that 
the Chinese barkeeper can m ix 
fancy 
drinks. 
Arrived yesterday—Steamer San Joaquin 
No. 4. from San Francisco, with merchan­ 
dise; steamer San Joaquin No. 3, from the 
upper Sacramento, with grain ; steamers 
D. E. Knight, Nos. 1 and 2. from Marys­ 
ville, with grain fur San Francisco. Sailed— 
Steamer Flora, for the upper Sacramento, 
with merchandise; steamer San Joaquin 
No. 3, for Port Costa, with grain. 
The Sacramento-river water has been 
clearer in this locality during the past few 
years than it had been for a score or more 
years previously, probably because most of 
the mines are without water to operate 
with. Tuesday afternoon and yesterday, 
however, the river was somewhat more 
discolored than it had lately been, cither 
from the effect of Saturday night’s rain­ 
storm in the mountains, or the starting up 
of some of the hydraulic mines. 
The new steamer San Joaquin No 4. ar­ 
rived from San Francisco yesterday morn­ 
ing. with two barges in tow. This was her 
first business trip, and the manner in 
which she performed is spoken of with 
great enthusiasm by her Captain and crew. 
She is very fast fo ra stern-wheeler, and as 
a towing vessel her ability is remarkable. 
Coining up from tbe bend below tbe city 
yesterday morning with her two barges, 
she fairly ran away from the Governor 
Dana, which was towing one barge. 
Next week a section of the Santa Cruz 
pavement will be laid on J street, near the 
corner of Fifth, in front of the Sutter build­ 
ing 
Tins pavement has been in use at 
Santa Cruz for six years, and wears well. 
It is composed of a layer of asphaltum, 
covered with a layer of what is called pe­ 
troleum rock. The cost will he fifteen 
cents per square foot, and the pavement is 
guaranteed for a term of years. The con­ 
tractor feels confident that the sample 
piece will soon cause the pavement to be 
in demand for the business streets. 
A widow of this city had a spare room, 
and, to eke out a living, desired to rent it 
daring the fair. At the beginning of the 
week it was engaged by a gambler for him ­ 
self and wife, the man saving that, if 
gambling was allowed, he would stav two 
weeks, but if not, he would leave. Tues­ 
day morning, about 4 o'clock, he and his 
wife made a sudden departure, and the 
widow subsequently found that that they 
had stolen and taken away with them a 
table-cloth, towel, silk handkerchief, etc.. 
belonging to her. She thinks it a good 
thing for the town to be relieved from such 
“ sports ” as that. 
A day or two ago a Chinaman cmploved 
upon a rauch near the city had some disa­ 
greement with his employer, and quit 
work. The sum of $6 was due him , and 
the Chinaman, seized with the idea that he 
might have trouble in getting it, took 
possession of a wagon belonging to the 
ranchm an and brought it to the city. Chief 
Jackson was notified and arrested the Ce­ 
lestial for larceny, but when the matter 
was explained, and proved to be a misap­ 
prehension on the part of the Chinaman, 
who would have had no trouble in getting 
his money, the owner of the vehicle 
dropped the matter. 
A middle-aged woman, a native of Alex­ 
andria, Egypt, was yesterday taken to the 
station-house by citizens, in the hope that 
the officers might know of some one who 
could converse with her. She arrived from 
the East on Tuesday’s im migrant train, 
with her two sons, and stopped over here, 
though en route to San Francisco. Some­ 
how the boys became separated from her. 
and yesterday her anxiety was evidently 
very great, and the more distressing because 
she was unable to express herself, knowing 
but a few words of English. The officers 
could not find any one who could speak 
Arabic, but officer Farrell, who was once a 
“ street Arab,” managed by language and 
pantomime to make her understand that 
the youths would be hunted up.

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E xpedited M issives. 
The Postoffice authorities here have re­ 
! ceived a circular from W ashington giving 
• the particulars of the “ immediate delivery 
system.” The special ten-cent stamp will 
j secure the immediate delivery of letters 
hearing it in cities or towns of 4,000 inhab­ 
itants and over. Such letters shall be de­ 
livered from 7 a . m. to midnight. All mail 
bags will be opened the moment they ar­ 
rive, and the letters with the special deliv­ 
ery stamp will be forwarded to their desti­ 
nation at once. It will be allowable to send 
the specially stamped letters by a regular 
letter-carrier going out on his rounds, if 
such a proceeding be likely to expedite the 
delivery. Everything is 'to be directed to 
forwarding the special stamped letters with­ 
out a moment’s delay, if possible, and Post­ 
masters are instructed to secure the utmost 
expedition. 
With that object in view a 
requisite num ber of messengers for the ser­ 
vice must he engaged prior to October 1st. 
The Postmasters are left largely to their 
own discretion as to the management of 
the messengers, and are merely directed to 
obtain the greatest efficiency and to put the 
system on a paying basis. 
Each messenger m ust bo over 13 years of 
age, of good character, and must take the 
customary oath. Substitute letter-carriers 
may be employed. 
Each messenger will be provided with a 
book, in which the address of the letter 
and the hour of its receipt will be regis­ 
tered. A full record must be kept at the 
postoffice of all the immediate delivery let­ 
ters received. Messengers will collect all 
overdue postage before delivering letters on 
which such is due. 
If a letter bearing 
special delivery stamps is directed to an ad­ 
dress beyond the carrier limits of the office, 
such letter need not be specially delivered. 
At all places except free delivery offices the 
special delivery lim it is to be a radius of 
one mile front the office. 
Messengers will be paid at the end of 
each month and 80 per cent, of the monev 
received for special deiivyy stamps may be 
used for their compensation : provided that 
none of these receive over $30 per month. 
No car fare or other incidental expenses 
will be allowed messengers. 
Messengers will not he uniformed at first, 
but if the experiment prove a success, will 
have some distinctive costume. The bov.s 
m ust be kept separate from the main office. 
Tbe special delivery stamp is of dark 
blue in color and 13-10 of an inch by 17-10. 
On the left in an arched panel containing 
the words “ United States,” is the figure of 
a messenger boy running. The stamp, in 
addition to the cost price, hears the words 
Secures immediate delivery at a special 
delivery office.”

To AY tstt L aces a n d M u s l in s.— Laces 
and muslins must never he rubbod in wash­ 
ing. Take a bar of white soap and shave 
off a little of it into enough hot water to 
dissolve it, and when cold it will be like a 
jelly. Mix a little of it with tepid water, 
and let the lace. etc.. fie in it over night, 
then add a little boiling water and squeeze 
them repeatedly, through the hands, so as 
to wash them, but do not rub them, as that 
will wear out the fabric. 
Lay them in a 
deep nappy, or small tub, and rinse them 
again and again in clear water, then set 
them in the sun, still in water, to whiten 
the laces. 
If the laces or muslins are small 
put them in a glass preserve jar, with a 
little soap in the water and set it outside 
the window in the sun until it has become 
sufficiently bleached.—[Exchange.

Nf.w Yoke, September 9th.—The Post's 
Washington special says. The published 
statements concerning the projected silver 
compromise hill have been accurate in 
many respects. 
It is not technically true 
that the compromise bill, upon the passage 
of which the Administration relies, is being 
drafted in the Treasury Department. When 
the W arner compromise hill was tirst sug­ 
gested. it met with Secretary Manning's 
qualified approval. H e stated his belief 
that the stoppage oí silver coinage would 
have to be secured by some compromise 
measure; that such a proposition coming 
from W arner was entitled to careful con­ 
sideration, and was im portant toward a 
solution of the problem, 
lie. however, 
demurred at many features of the Warner 
plan, as then outlined. The silver men 
were excited with the m anner in which 
their proposition was received, ami Warner 
and others agreed to give time and atten­ 
tion in perfecting the compromise measure, 
avoiding the provisions to which Manning 
t '“ik exception. On this basis the Treasury 
officers have had numerous conferences 
with representatives of the various factions, 
hive cart filly reviewed the subject, ami 
partly prepared a plan in regard to a 
possible compromise. 
It will not be 
made public until the results of W arner’s 
efforts have been made known. 
It is true 
that on the main features of the plan there 
is no longer any difference of opinion, and 
that settlements of the differences in the 
m inor details are being reached, 
The 
statement that silver certificates issued 
under this measure are to be redeemed at 
the current market value of bullion is not 
confirmed at the Treasury Department. 
This point is one still remaining unsettled. 
The Treasury ofiiektU will oppose the is­ 
sue of certificates of smaller denomina­ 
tions than twenty dollars, while W arner1- 
views Originally were that sil ver certificates 
should be of all denominations. 
The 
recommendations made by Manning and 
those made by the President to Congress 
will contain no reference to the comprom­ 
ise. They will bean emphatic plea for a 
suspension of silver coinage. 
The Treas­ 
ury officials state that the standard silver 
dollar is to-day worth only eighty ceuts ; 
that its value must continue to decrease, 
owing to the agitation at home anti abroad. 
P a c ific K oad S u b sid ies. 
WASHtNUTox, September 9th.— Second 
Comptroller Maynard lias made a report to 
the secretary of the Treasury on the appli­ 
cation of < . P. Huntington, of the Central 
Pacific Kaiir.iad, to hav ■ the compensation 
earned by the company in the Government 
service over the now subsidized portions of 
its lines paid over to the < onipany. He 
says: "P rio r to June .'7, 188!. the Gov­ 
ernm ent had retained all the compensation 
due the company f.ir Government trans­ 
portation, and applied it as required by the 
provisions of the Thurman Act of 1 STS— 
one-half to the extinguishment of the in­ 
terest on the Government subsidy bonds, 
and one-half credited to the sinking fund. 
Pursuant to a decision of First Comptroller 
Lawrence, Secretary Folger on that date 
made an order that thereafter only that 
portion of the earnings of the company in 
Government service, which accrued upon , 
the bonded portion of their roads should be. 
retained by the Secretary of the Treasure 
under the Thurm an Act, and that the 
remainder, which constitute the larger 
part, should be paid over to the company. 
This practice was followed until January 
12. 1SS4, when the Secretary made another 
order, suspending the operation of the 
order of June 27, 1«,S4, until Congress 
should have the opportunity to legislate 
upon 
the 
subject, and 
directing the 
accounting 
officers 
not 
to 
make 
any 
disposition 
of 
the 
amounts 
found 
due 
the 
company 
for 
transportation over the non-subsidized por­ 
tion of their road. Congress omitted to 
take any action, and meanwhile about 
$900,000 of earnings had accrued, which 
remained undisposed of under the latter 
order of the Secretary. The Second Comp­ 
troller recommends that both orders be 
revoked and that the practice which pre­ 
vailed before ihe adoption of these orders 
he revived and continued, and that the 
am ount above stated, which had accrued 
and remained in suspension after the latter 
order had been issued, be covered into the 
Treasury and applied as required by the 
Thurman Ad. He is of the opinion tlyit 
Section 2 of this Act relates to all earnings 
of the company in Government services, 
and requires the whole amount of compen­ 
sation due therefor to be withheld by the 
Secretary of the Treasury and onc-haif ap­ 
plied to the payment of ihe accrued inter­ 
est on the Government-aid bonds and the 
the other half placed to the ere lit of the 
sinking fund. The Comptroller says the 
company will sustain no loss in conse­ 
quence of this disposition of the money. 
The whole amount will be applied either 
presently or ultimately to the payment of 
their indebtedness to the United States, 
while greater security will be insured to the 
Government. 
A r b itr a tio n L ea g u e. 
W ashington. September 9th.—At a meet­ 
ing of the Arbitration League, held here 
last night, resolutions were adopted declar­ 
ing that a is expedient to have a Congres­ 
sional Committee appointed at the Novem­ 
ber meeting, representing every State in 
the Union, with a view of the complete 
canvass of Congress during the coming 
winter, in the hope of securing the passage 
of a bill in favor of a new treaty between 
Great Britain and the United States, requir­ 
ing all questions of international contro­ 
versy between those two countries to be 
referred to arbitration ; also, that the mem­ 
bers he instructed to use their best influence 
to bring to this meeting as many new 
members as possible representing the dif­ 
ferent States, and that the meeting consider 
the question of organizing branch arbitra­ 
tion leagues in different parts of the United 
States, so as to secure a powerful and 
united action in favor of Congressional 
legislation.

Mrs. Parry’s frierais claim there were no 
facts to support the allegations. Mrs. Parry- 
liad her husband arrested for neglecting his 
family. He consented to pay a sum monthly 
and judgm ent was suspended. 
Last fall 
Parry came to Philadelphia, bringing the 
children with him. The little ones left 
their mother one morning to go to school, 
and she has not seen them since. The ef­ 
fect of tins forced removal from what had 
been a bright and cheerful home, in which 
for years tney had shared the affections of 
their parents, was most saddening in Os­ 
car’s case. He became silent, melancholy, 
and grieved much in secret. Those who 
know the family do not hesitate to say they 
believe his death a case of suicide, due to 
the morbid effects produced by domestic 
unhappiness.

infamous outrage does not disgrace Ameri­ 
can annals. The Chinamen were brought 
to W yoming by the Union I’a»lfic Railroad, 
not to take the place of American miners, 
but because enough of the latter were not 
readily attainable.
